What happened to all these "noble effort; 
alter the war ended? In the main, th? civilian 
population scarcely Rave such things a second 
thought. The people were too busy thinking 
about thomselvc-i and their reHirn to '-normal 
conditions," 

Those loha that were supposed to be await- 
ing the boys weren't available In the great 
numbor.s we had been talking about. Tho 
great reconversion program that would pro- 
vide all these Jobs was bogged down from 
coast to coa.U In a mire of .strikes. The selfish

.service men. 

And what about the schools, were they 
ready? 

We know of several young men from this 
vicinity who were Just out of high school 
when they went into the service.

NOT MITCH OF A SWAP 
Philip Murray, CIO president, recently an^ 
nounccd thai tho CIO Is opposed to com' 
munlsts who work the communist line as t 
block within the organization. At about the 
. same time, the Ku KIiix Klan put on an old' 
; time display ot white nlghtshlrta and bum- 
■ Ing crosses In Atlanta, Oa. It la probably more 
than cotncldcnco that both these Interesting 
events occurred at about tho time the CIO 
and AFL were starting their organizational 
drives In tho south. 

It Is unfortunate that Mr. Murray post' 
poned his declaration against tho com- 
munists so long. Some CIO unions have been 
dominated tor years by communists or com- 
munist sympathizers who have putted the 
membership back and forth In response to 
shuts of Moscow policy. There has been no 
forthright official disapproval of such prac- 
tices until now. 

Naturally, the AFL capitalized on this situ- 
ation as -it started Its organizing campaign 
below the Mason-Dlxon line. It served to pre- 
sent the senior organization of unions as a 
. conservative laffbr group to a conservative 
section of the country. Incidentally, It may 
also have come In handy to take people's at- 
tention away from the AFL's John L. Lewis, 
who at the time was not America's No. 1 
pinup boy.
